Commissioner Parry Back from Canada 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., January 30, 1917—Commissioner Parry 
returned here late last night from Ottawa, Canada, where he was 
in conference for several days with various officials of the Canadian 
government relative to the news print paper situation. Mr. Parry 
refused this morning to divulge either the names of those with 
whom he conferred or what transpired or what he learned. He 
said that he considered these matters strictly confidential. Whether 
or not the results of his trip will be incorporated in the report 
to Congress, expected either the latter part of this week or early 
next week, he did not know today. The commissioners held an- 
other lengthy executive session today on the news print report.

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NEWS PRINT INVESTIGATION REPORT STILL HELD UP 


Federal Trade Commissioners Visit Canada and Meet With Manufacturers and Publishers in Chicago—As Result 
of Latter Meeting Vice-Chairman Harris States That Various Factions Have Gotten Nearer Together 
Than at Any Time Since Investigation Started—Commissioners Have Been Requested to 
Hasten Report and It Is Now Epected Late This Week or Early Next Week. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., January 29, 1917.—Matters have moved 
on apace in the investigation of the Federal Trade Commission 
into the news print paper situation since last week. Announce- 
ment was made in last week’s issue of the PArer TRADE JOURNAL, 
as officially announced by the Commission, that Commissioners 
Harris and Parry had gone to Canada. For some unknown 
reason they only got as far as New York and then returned 
here. However, later in the week Commissioner Parry and W. 
T. Chantland, a member of the Commission’s legal staff, went 
to Canada from where they are expected to return late to-night 
As reported dast week the idea of their trip was to see Canadian 
officials concerning the reported intention of the Canadian gov- 
ernment to fix newsprint paper prices and to restrict paper ex- 
ports. 

Publishers and Mill Men Getting Together 


Vice Chairman Harris, who will automatically become Chair- 
man of the Commission on Thursday of this week, when Chair- 
many Huley’s resignation becomes effective, has returned from 
the Chicago meeting of last Friday with Dr. E. O. Merchant, 
also of the Commission. Commissioner Davies who also at- 
tended the meeting will arrive here tonight. 

Vice Chairman Harris, in a talk with your correspondent this 
morning said that to his mind the publishers and manufacturers 
had gotten nearer together at the Chicago meeting than any 
time since the investigation has been started. 

Speaking of the report itself, Mr. Harris, said that when it had 
been decided by the publishers and manufacturers present that 
nothing would be done until the Commission’s report is made to 
Congress, that he had wired back to officials of the Commission 
to put all speed on the report. It is probable, he said, that the 
commissioners would spend tomorrow on the news print 
report and that no doubt it would be out within the next few 
days. 


Report to Be Out Soon. 


It is known that a report has already been submitted to the 
commissioners by the Economic Board, but that it was not quite 
saisfactory to the commissioners in its wording and therefore 
had to be gone over again. Just when the report will come out 
has not yet been announced but it seems probable that it wiil 
be made public either the latter part of this week or anyhow 
early next week. 

There seems to be some dissension among the commissioners 
themselves on the feature of price fixing. Some of the commis- 
sioners are inclined to want to fix prices while others are against 
it. Chairman Hurley, it may be said, is not in favor of the Com- 
mission’s having anything to do with price fixing, but it is not 
expected that he will vote on the newsprint report owing to 
his resignation on Wednesday. 


Price and Distributing Not to Be Considered. 


Vice Chairman Harris said today that as regards the sugges- 
tions ot Mr. Mead and others at the Chicago hearing that the 
Commission should settle on a fair and reasonable price and 
further, that it should help along the line of distribution, that 
these suggestions would have nothing at all to do with the report. 
One of the main things now to be fully understood is what the 


Canadian government officials are going to do. That matter 
will be, no doubt, discussed, at least briefly in the report to 


Congress, inasmuch as it will have a most important bearing on 
the American newsprint market. 


Commission Glad to Do All It Can 


After the report has been made, Mr. Harris, said that if both 
parties, that is the publishers and manufacturers, wish to have 
the Commission help solve the situation they will be glad to 
do all that they can. Up to today, he said, no formal request 
had been made of the Commission as regards this matter. 





Mill Men and Publishers Meet in Chicago 


Cuicaco, January 27, 1917——American newspaper publishers 
and Canadian and American print paper manufacturers met in 
formally at the Blackstone hotel Friday to discuss the print paper 
situation. The conference was calculated to be educational and 
clarifying, while two members of the federal trade commission 
who were present expected to glean information to add to their 
store, which shortly will be reported to the senate by the com- 
mission. The commission has been investigating the print paper 
situation with reference to prices and supply. Vice-Chairman 
William J. Harris and Commissioner Joseph E. Davies were the 
agents of the body who attended the meeting. 

George H. Mead of the Spanish River Pulp and Paper Mills. 
Ltd., explained that several of the publishers had requested an 
executive session that they might be more free in their discus- 
sions. Mr. Mead opened the meeting by explaining to those 
present that the discussion had been requested by a group of the 
manufacturers and also a number of publishers. As chairman of 
the print paper manufacturers, Mr. Mead urged the co-operation 
of the publishers for the efficient handling of paper. 

A resolution was passed providing for further conferences be- 
tween a committee of the manufacturers and a committee of the 
publishers. It is expected that George H. Mead will act as 
chairman of the manufacturers’ committee and Frank P. Glass 
of the Montgomery, Ala., Advertiser will act in a similar capacity 
for the publishers. 

President Dodge of the International Paper Company, sought 
to allay the alarm expressed by several publishers by expressing 
the belief that the paper market was suffering from a panicky 
condition that would soon disappear. 

J. H. Rothwell of the Brompton Pulp and Paper Company of 
Quebec renewed apprehension with the prediction that the pro- 
duction of Canadian wood pulp might run‘short by October, due 
to war conditions. 

Alexander Smith of Peabody, Houghteling & Co., spoke on the 
situation from a bankcr’s standpoint. He said the present high 


cost of paper is due to bad management on the part of the manu- 
facturers. 


Frank P. Glass of the Montgomery (Ala.) Advertiser and a 
member of the paper committee of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association then read a bond prospectus issued by Pea- 
body, Houghteling & Co., for the bonds of the Abitibi Paper 
Company. The prospectus stated that the company is making 


$15 a ton on paper and the probabilities were that this would be 
increased to $30 a ton profit. 
Mr. Smith replied: 


“I wouldn’t go into any paper company that wasn’t making at 
least $12 a ton. The statement that the Abitibi Company may 
make a profit of $20 a ton is mere conjecture.”

Formal Fixing of the Price of News Print for Canada, It Is 
Believed, Has Been Held Up Because of Developments 
in Connection with the Meeting of These Officials—Promi- 


nent Paper Men Cniicise the Action of the Government— 
Preparations Going Rapidly Forward for the Pulp Mill 


of the Port Arthur Pulp and Paper Co.—Wm. Munro 
to Be Associated with Provincial Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Toronto, Ont., January 27, 1917.—A curious complication has 
arisen in connection with the fixing of a price for newsprint by 
the Canadian Government. Word has reached here that the 
Federal Trade Commission has been watching the Canadian 
situation and has even had a representative in consultation with 
the authorities at Ottawa. Now comes the intimation that the 
announcement of the formal fixing of the price for Canada will 
be followed by a similar procedure in the United States. This 
new aspect many believe, is staying the hand of the government 
for the moment. 

Meanwhile the price of newsprint continues stationary and a 
few contracts are being entered into. There is no sign yet of 
the slight easing off in prices that is reported from the States, 
neither in newsprint nor in any other line. 

The mills are at a loss to account for the reason in the Minister 
of Finance carrying his decisions into effect. One manufacturer 
points out an interesting feature of the suggested clause that all 
mills retain at least 20 per cent of their output for the Canadian 
trade. The Ontario Pulp and Paper Company plant at Thorald 
is owned by the Chicago Trbune. The output is 150 tons a day, 
not enough for the newspaper, which has to buy about 30 tons 
daily in addition. If the 20 per cent ruling went into effect the 
Chicago paper would have to sell 30 tons of the 150 in the market, 
and then go out and buy 60 more in the United States. This 
it is estimated the additional cost would be $450,000 a year. An- 
other feature of the coming situation that is being discussed is 
a regulation compelling the publishers to settle for their paper 
on a strictly cash basis, which some might find rather embar- 
tassing. 

Paper Men Dubious Over Offer of A. N. P. A. 


The paper manufacturers are inclined to be very dubious over 
an offer of the American Publishers’ Association 
which appeared as a “cover page” ad. in the Pulp and Paper 
Magazine. After declaring that there was a normal shortage 
of newsprint for the 1918 market of at least 300,000 tons, then 
went on: “No newsprint mill in Canada, properly financed and 
managed, ever made less than $10 a ton profit. Present equip- 
ment and construction costs are higher than usual. To ensure 
the necessary number of new mills being buiit to meet this 
shortage, we propose to guarantee profits for ten years. 

One promoter who entered into negotiations came to the con- 
clusion that they “ did not mean business,” after he had gone to 
a considerable expense. 


Mr. MacLaurin States His Views. 


Alex. MacLaurin, vice-president of the St. Maurice Paper 
Company, has come out with a strong statement against the action 
of the government. “Why should the paper industry be singled 
out for government control and dictation?” he asks. “They might 
just as well tell the farmer what price he is to pay for his wheat 
or potatoes, or the coal operators what they should charge for 
coal.” The fixing of a $2.50 maximum price would strike a 
“body blow at one of Canada’s greatest industries. Millions of

dollars will be kept out of Canada that would otherwise come here. 

“Many of the mills have been operating at a loss,” he added, 
“and now when they have an opportunity to recoup themselves 
to some extent the government steps in The law of 


supply and demand will operate in the care of other commodities, 
but you must not make any money.” 


Preparing for Port Arthur Pulp Mill. 


Preparations are going forward rapidly in connection with the 
pulp mill of the Port Arthur Pulp and Paper Company. As 
announced last week contracts for the machinery are being let. 
Last week the Manitowoc Engineering Works of Manitowoc, Wis., 
were given the tender for two digesters, 52 feet high by 16 wide, 
and three 365 h.p. boilers will be built by the Wicks Boiler Com- 
pany of Saginaw, Mich. The general manager, A. G. Pounsford, 
has just closed a contract with the Port Arthur Public Utilities 
Commission for a supply of 1000 h.p. for a period of ten years, 
and for water. The main work of construction will be carried on 
by the company itself. 

A site of 100 acres has been supplied free by the city by a 
vote of 1,200 to 40 at the east end of the city. The immediate 
construction will be on the pulp mill, but if the company secures 
the Black Sturgeon limits—the tenders for which will be opened 
about the end of this week—they will be required to erect a large 
paper mill. This will be not for newsprint, but for book paper, 
which will be supplied to Western Canada. 


To Be Associated with Provincial Paper Mills. 


Mr. Munro, of Kalamazoo, will be associated with the present 
heads of the Provincial Paper Mills Company in financing the 
proposition which calls for $1,000,000 preferred, and $1,000,000 
common stock. The dimensions of the mill may be of interest 
for a capacity of 150 tons daily: Workroom, 70’ x 160’; digesters 
building, 26’ x 199’; pit room, 42’ x 199’; settling tanks, 42’ x 138’; 
bleaching room, 55’ x 197’; acid towers, 36’ x 108’; boiler line, 
110’ x 101’; beater room, 80’ x 165’; paper machine room, 72 x 
230’; finishing room, 90 x 170’; shipping room, 55’ x 170’. 


Ground to Be Broken in March 


Ground will be broken in March, and the digesters will be 
ready by September 1. There will be 48 tons of coal consumed 
daily, and 120 cords of pulpwood; 7% tons of sulphur, and 10 
tons of limestone every day. An experiment will be tried out in 
the limestone towers for acid making, which will be of wood 
in place of concrete, and 50 instead of 100 feet high. 

The financing of the new $2,000,000 proposition will not, it is 
believed, even in war time, involve much difficulty inasmuch as 
I. H. Weldon and T. A. Weldon and S. F. Duncan possess in 
an unusual degree the confidence of the trade and financiers 
generally. A. G. Pounsford, late safety engineer for the paper 
mills, is a graduate in mechanical engineering of Cornell Uni- 
versity, and was in charge of the installation of digesters and 
other improvements at the Champion Fibre Company’s mill at 
Canton, N. C., while the chief engineer was in charge of the 
building of the Spanish River Mills at Espanola and is a con- 
sulting engineer for Wallace & Co., New York. 


Big Demand for Pulp Wood 


RuTLAND, Vt., January 29, 1917.—An unusually large shipment 
of pulp wood is now being made from this city over the Rutland 
railroad by Mendon and Shrewsbury contractors. Hundreds of 
cords are lying in the storage yards on Strongs avenue, awaiting 
the opportunity to be transported to the paper mills. 

Sargent & Plumley and John Wilmouth, contractors operating 
in the vicinity of Mendon, have shipped approximately 1,000 cords 
of pulp wood to The Union Bag and Paper Company of Hudson 
Falls, N. Y., and yet they declare that the demands for raw mate- 
rials are far in excess of the shipments.

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CANADIAN PAPER TRADE 
MEETING AT MONTREAL 


Technical Section Has Planned Important Program and Annual 
Banquet of the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association Is 
Expected to Be Brilliant Function—Bright Prospects of 
the St. Maurice Paper Company Attract Interest—Waya- 
gamack Pulp and Paper Company Holds Important Meet- 
ing—British Columbia Pulp and Paper Mills Are Becom- 
ing Important Factors in Market. 


[ FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

Montrear, Que., January 29, 1917.—This is a big week in Mon- 
treal in connection with the pulp and paper trade, for practically 
all the leading men in the industry in the Dominion are gathering 
here to take part in the annual meeting of the Canadian Pulp 
and Paper Association. The fact that the industry is now in 
the most flourishing condition in its history, and that many mat- 
ters of great importance to the industry generally are up for 
discussion, gives more than usual significance to the meeting. 
The association, during its short life, has done much to consolidate 
the interests of the various pulp and paper manufacturers. For 
instance, it has established a system by which up-to-date statistics 
relating to the producion of the mills are forwarded to the mem- 
bers at periodic intervals. It is also contributing in notable 
measure to the work of improving and standardizing processes. 
Then it has secured unity of action in respect to matters which 
it is necessary to discuss with the Government, and it has also 
taken joint action for the development of foreign markets for 
both pulp and paper. That the Government is alive to the im- 
portance of the industry has been shown by the fact that both 
Sir Robert Borden, the premier, and Sir George Foster, the 
minister of trade and commerce, accepted invitations to attend 
the annual banquet of the Association in Montreal this week. 
While it is doubtful of the Premier’s parliamentary duties will 
allow of his attendance, it shows that he appreciates the position 
attained by the representatives of the association in the national 
industries. 

The meeting of the association begins tomorrow with a gather- 
ing of the Technical Section, who have planned visits to various 
industrial plants in the city, and who will also hear an address 
on “Barking Drums” by Hermann Guettler. The business meet- 
ing of the Association takes place on Wednesday morning in the 
Ritz-Carlton Hotel, and will be followed by addresses by Dr. 
Bjarne Johnsen on “Wood as a raw material for paper making ;” 
and by Dr. J. S. Bates on “An informal review of the year’s 
topics.” J. M. Allison, of England, will give an address on 
“Power Transmission by Cotton Ropes,” if he arrives in Montreal 
in time. 

At the banquet in the evening Sir George Foster is expected 
to give an address on “Trade Conditions After the War.” The 
toast list includes the following: “The Boys at the Front,” pro- 
posed by Carl Riordon, and responded to by Lieut.-Col. C. H. L. 
Jons and Capt. J. H. A. Acer; “Our Allies,” proposed by H. Bier- 
mans and responded to by Z. Zunini, Italian Consul; Clarence I. 
de Sola, Belgian Consul; and Serge de Likatscheff, Imperial 
Russian Consul General; “Our Guests,” proposed by G. H. Mead 
and replied to by F. L. Moore, vice-president American Pulp and 
Paper Association; and “The Pulp and Paper Industry,” proposed 
by Hon. Jules Allard, provincial minister of lands, forests, and 
mines, and responded to by George Chahoon, Jr., and F. H. Gage. 


St. Maurice Paper Company Attracts Interest. 


Considerable interest is being displayed in financial circles here 
in the stock of the Union Bag and Paper Company, owing to 
the developments of its subsidiary company, the St. Maurice 


Paper Company, of Three Rivers, Que. The marked strength 
now being shown in the company’s securities is attributed to the 
fact that its new 100-ton newsprint mill is ready to start opera- 
tions, while the construction program, including a 60-ton sulphite 
mill and a 50-ton sulphate mill, supplementing the 100-ton me- 
chanical pulp mill now operating, is expected to be completed by 
March. The present year therefore, promises a big addition to the 
earnings of the company. 


Wayagamack Pulp and Paper Company Meets. 


The directors of the Wayagamack Pulp & Paper Company met 
a day or two ago and afterwards announced the additions to the 
beard which were expected as a result of the change of owner- 
ship of a large number of the shares which took place a month 
or so ago, when the stock created a mild sensation on the local 
stock market. At a special meeting recently the company ob- 
tained authorization to increase the board from five to nine. In 
the meantime the Hon. Robert Mackay died, creating a fifth 
vacancy, all of which are now filled. The new directors are: 
Sir William Price, Quebec; Alex. McLaren, Buckingham; G. H. 
Duggan, Alex. Pringle, and Hugh Mackay, Montreal, the latter 
taking the vacancy caused by his father’s death. Sir William 
Price and Alex McLaren have for years been prominently as- 
associated with the lumbering industry in Canada, Sir William 
being also president of Price Bros., Ltd., one of the Dominion’s 
foremost producers of pulp and paper. G. H. Duggan is the first 
vice-president and general manager of the Dominion Bridge 
Company and a director of the Royal Bank of Canada, the Mon- 
treal Trust Company, and other corporations. Mr. Pringle is a 
well-known hydraulic engineer and has been associated with the 
engineering aspects of many of the large water power under- 
takings in Canada. Hugh Mackay is one of the younger set 
upon whom large responsibilities devolve with the passing of 
parental control of extensive interests. The other directors are 
J. N. Greenshields, K. C., president; C. R. Whitehead, vice- 
president, J. W. Pyke, and H. Helin. The fact of the new di- 
rectors, being all well-known Canadians, disposes of the rumors 
that an American Company had been buying the stock to get 
control. 


British Columbia Trade Expanding. 


It is announced here that British Columbia pulp and paper 
mills have now become a large factor in the market, and are 
almost daily increasing their output of both pulp and paper. The 
output of the latter is now considerably in excess of 50,000 tons 
per annum. The industry is a new one for the province. Some 
years ago the Government offered concessions in the matter 
of favorable leases of timber areas to bon fide companies that 
would establish industries, but the only one to erect a mill at 
that time was the Swanson Bay Pulp Company, backed by English 
capital. A large plant was established and some sulphite pulp 
was turned out, but after a short period of operation the mill was 
shut down. Two years later the Powell River Company, with 
United States capital, started its development project at Powell 
River, where there was water power. This is now a large con- 
cern. Another company is the British Columbia Sulphite Fibre 
Company, which has its mill, manufacturing chemical pulp, at 
Mill Bay, head of Howe Sound. The latter company has been 
operating to its capacity for months, and is increasing its plant. 
Its product is shipped to many points, largely the United States 
and the Orient. This company now has a steel ship being built 
at Vancouver which it will use exclusively for overseas delivery 
of its pulp. It is probable that other ships will be built, as the 
company is the mainspring behind the renewed operations of the 
mill at Swanson Bay. The operating company of the latter is 
known as the Empire Pulp and Paper Company, and pulp will 
shortly be turned out at this plant. The British Columbia Sul-

BY THE MEAD PULP & PAPER CO. 


Machine Will Be Used for the Manufacture of High Grade 
Book Paper and Will Put the Finishing Touches on One 
of the Greatest Improvements Made in the Miami Valley 
During the Year—Pulp and Paper Technical Association 
of the Miami Valley Meets and Listens to Talk on “‘Mill 
Management,”” by R. B. Wolf, of the Spanish River Pulp 
and Paper Mills, Ltd.

Dayton, O., January 29, 1917—The Mead Pulp and Paper 
Company today began work of installing a new Fourdrinier paper 
machine, made by the Black-Clawson Company of Hamilton, in 
its large addition which has just been completed at the Peerless 
mill, Webster street and Idylwild avenue, North Dayton, thus 
putting the finishing touches on one of the greatest improvements 
made during the year in the Miami Valley. The machine will be 
used for the manufacture of the high grade book paper for which 
the company has become noted, the Chillicothe plant having turned 
out paper of this quality for many years. Previously the Mead 
mills were located on Front street, this city, but on account of the 
pulp mills being located at Chillicothe, it was decided some years 
ago to transfer all activities to that place. 

In the meantime the business has increased in such proportion 
that an addition has been erected in Chillicothe, where still greater 
improvements are planned, while it was also found advisable to 
purchase the Peerless mill in this city, owned by Maurice Costello 
and associates, and it is the latter plant which has been so mate- 
rially enlarged and on which work is now progressing satis- 
factorily. This addition will give the local plant a capacity of 
more than forty tons of book paper per day, making it the finest 
book mill in this part of the country. 


Represent Expenditures of $1,000,000. 


The improvements made here and at Chillicothe represent an 
expenditure of more than $1,000,000, and reflect the great con- 
fidence shown in the industry by George H. Mead, the president; 
H. E. Talbott, the vice-president, and Arthur Reiger, the secre- 
tary-treasurer. The Scioto mill at Chillicothe is run on book, 
bond and writing paper. The new addition to the Chillicothe 
plant will be devoted to the manufacture of soda, or chemical 
wood pulp and pulp made from wheat straw. The addition was 
made necessary on account of the impossibility of receiving pulp 
from Germany and Austria, from which it had always been im- 
ported before the war. The first pulp is now being turned out 
at the Chillicothe plant. The company has sufficient contracts for 
pulp and paper to keep the Dayton and Chillicothe mills busy 
for the next six months. 


Mr. Mead Returns from Chicago. 


George H. Mead, chairman of the committee representing the 
paper manufacturers who met the publishers in conference in 
Chicago last week, returned home Saturday, accompanied by R. 
B. Wolf, general manager of the Spanish River Pulp and Paper 
Mills, Ltd., in which Mr. Mead is interested. Mr. Mead did not 
care to comment at length on the situation except to say that 
the publishers and manufacturers had discussed the various 
phases of the print paper market and that a more friendly feeling 
was created by the get-together spirit manifested, particularly in 
the distribution of the product. All seemed to understand the 
unusual conditions prevailing in the trade and there is a feeling 
of optimism. It is felt that the crest of the high prices has 
been reached and that every effort will be made to meet the 
situation in a practical manner. 


Upon his return, Mr. Mead, who is the active head of the Mead 
Pulp and Paper Company, and other paper concerns, hurriedly 
arranged to entertain the members of the Pulp and Paper Tech- 
nical Association of the Miami Valley at the Dayton City 
club, Saturday night. There was a large and representative at- 
tendance from the mills throughout the valley and all were inter- 
ested in the subjects discussed, though the discussions. were for 
the most part informal. Many of the members brought their 
friends, at the invitation of Mr. Mead, and after the dinner en- 
joyed a talk given by R. B. Wolf of the Spanish River Mills 
of Sault Ste Marie, Can., on “Mill Management.” 


Mr. Wolf’s Address Much Appreciated 


Mr. Wolf, who is an experienced mill man, covered the subject 
comprehensively and in an entertaining manner and presented the 
practical side of the management of modern paper mills. He 
showed how complicated some problems appeared, which, if 
tackled in a practical and sensible manner, become very simple 
matters. He illustrated his talk with lantern slides which proved 
a revelation to Miami Valley mill men. They have a big way of 
doing things in Canadian mills which appeal to the valley manu- 
facturers and the illustrations, as well as the talk, were greatly 
appreciated. All felt they were deeply indebted to Mr. Mead 
for his thoughtfulness and his hospitality. 

The print paper situation was not discussed, except by mill 
men in informal conversation. Oddly, this valley has no print 
paper mills, but there are manufacturers here who are keenly 
interested in the trade in other sections. 


J. C. Groendyke Twine Company Expands. 


Following the acquisition of 110 acres of land adjoining the 
plant of the J. C. Groendyke Twine company in Miamisburg, the 
company announced its plans for an extension. Between $25,000 
and $40,000 spent for additional land means that upward of $100,- 
000 will be expended in erecting factory additions and in building 
residences for employees, plans for which have already been made. 

This land was purchased from Dayton and Miamisburg heirs 
and deeds have already been recorded here. It is planned also 
to purchase the Emely and Randall farms, located to the west 
of the plant. The Groendyke company manufactures twine and 
cordage and employs 300 men. The business has steadily in- 
facilities are needed. It is planned to 
park some of the newly-purchased land and provide suitable sur- 
roundings for employees who will be offered comfortable homes.

Mr. Keough Speaks on Paper Conditions. 

The Ben Franklin club met at the Phillips House the past week 
and heard an address on “Conditions in the Paper Market,” by

a few years ago would never have arisen at any time in 
the future. He said it had been practically impossible for 
many of the mills to supply the jobbers and that the latter had 
their hands full trying to satisfy the printers and publishers, but 
he believed the situation had improved greatly of late and that 
the future held forth still greater hope that conditions wouid 
right themselves. H. D. Bonham presided at the banquet pre- 
ceding the business session of the club. The employment of a 
salaried secretary was one of the subjects discussed but action 
was postponed until the next meeting.

Press Publishing Co. Gradually Acquired Stock in the Con- 
cern Until It Finally Got Control—Francis W. Warren, 
Who Is About to Return to France, Says Paper Produc- 
tion in the Entente Countries Is Reduced to About 60 Per 


Cent. of Normal—Pulp Situation Is Becoming Very Seri- 
ous—F. L. Moore to Speak on Important Topic at Cana- 
dian Paper Trade Meeting.

Watertown, N. Y., January 29, 1917—The New York World 
has taken over a major portion of the stock of the DeGrasse 
Paper Company with mills at Pyrites, and with it complete con- 
trol. The annual meeting held last week elected an entirely 
new set of officers and placed New York World men on the 
directorate in place of others. The Paper TrADE JOURNAL was 
unable to verify this reported plan last week. The annual meet- 
ing was held at Ogdensburg. 

For a number of years the DeGrasse Paper Company has been 
under contract to furnish paper to the New York World. 
time to time rumors have circulated that the concern was losing 
money on this contract, and of late there had been talk of bank- 
ruptcy proceedings to break this contract which has a number 
of years yet to run. To prevent this the Press Publishing Com- 
pany gradually acquired stock in the company until it finally got 
control. Other efforts to purchase mills in this section have met 
with failure. 

At the meeting Fred L. Dewey of Potsdam, George H. Bowers 
of Canton and Frank and Willard S. Augsbury of Antwerp re- 
signed as directors,.announcing that they had ceased to be stock- 
They had previously let it be known that they were 
not satisfied with conditions in the company and were ready to 
sell out. Frank Augsbury also resigned his position as treasurer 
and manager of the company, while G. H. Bowers resigned as 
assistant secretary and attorney. 

The following new directors were elected: Philip Huetwohl, 
N. H. Botsford, L. E. Wolfe, C. B. Brophy, J. J. Jackson, all 
of New York; W. P. Libbey of Norfolk, former superintendent 
of the Remington Paper and Power Company mills at that place. 
J. A. Outterson of Carthage, president of the company, was the 
only one of the old officers retained. J. J. Jackson was elected 
vice-president, L. E. Wolfe, secretary; N. H. Botsford, treasurer 
and W. P. Libbey, manager. 

In connection with this meeting came the announcement that 
Frank Augsbury will devote his entire time to the operation of 
a fleet of boats that will carry pulp wood from the Quebec ports 
to the DeGrasse Paper Company terminal at Ogdensburg. The 
boats are owned by the Quebec Transportation Company and 
Canada Shipping Company, which have been consolidated. It is 
expected that a pulp wood boom is due at this terminal, and a 
large force of extra men is being engaged for the pulp wood 
business.

Reduced Paper Production in Europe. 

The production of paper mills in the allied countries is reduced 
to about 60 per cent of normal, is the report made by Francis W. 
Warren, who returned to this city last week from a trip through 
Europe. He claims that this is due in a measure to the measures 
adopted by the governments of England and France to conserve 
the coal supply for the navies, railroads and munition plants. 
Mr. Warren left here last summer and spent about six weeks in 
the Scandinavian countries. He found that the prices there as 
well.as in the allied countries was about the same as those paid 
in this country.

running at top capacity with a ready market. He said that a 
large supply of the paper used in England comes from the 
United States and Canada.

Pulp Wood Situation Serious. 


The pulp wood situation among paper mills in this section is 
becoming very The present trouble is brought about 
by inability of the railroads to furnish cars to carry the wood 
which is ready for shipment. Of course, there is also some 
trouble on account of a lack of the usual cutting in Canada, but 
several of the local mills are unable to get wood purchased to 
the mills. If the situation is not relieved promptly several mills 
will be forced to close down. J. Victor Baron, secretary and 
treasurer of the Taggart Paper Company, left this noon for Mon- 
treal to make an effort to get cars started with wood for the 
company mills. While he did not state just how short the 
supply had become, he indicated by his departure that there is 
some anxiety, and that he was at least worrying about the sit- 
uation. The company receives a large amount of wood from 
Canada, and this is being held back because of a lack of rolling 
stock. Great difficulty is also being experienced here in securing 
coal for the boilers. While some of the local coal dealers have been 
entirely out of certain kinds of coal, an effort has been made to 
keep the manufacturing interests supplied. The lack of cars 
again efiects this end of the business and is indeed menacing. It 
is expected that relief will be soon coming or serious financial 
losses will be incurred among the mills of this section.

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POST OFFICE COMPLAINS 
OF WAR PRICES FOR PAPER 


J. A. Edgerton Says Advances Have Been Especially Observ- 
able in Paper—Advances Have in Some Cases Amounted 


to 500 Per Cent. and Advances of 100 to 200 Per Cent. 


Have Been Common—Experiment of Substituting Cotton 
for Jute Twine Interrupted by the High Cost of Latter— 
Mr. Edgerton Proposes Legislation Which Provides More 
Money for Paper Contractors. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Wasuincton, D. C., Janary 29, 1917.—J. A. Edgerton, the Pur- 
chasing Agent of the Post Office Department has just made his an- 
nual report to the Postmaster General relative to purchases made 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1916. He has some very 
interesting things to say regarding the paper industry. Under the 
heading of “War Prices,” he says: 

Heavy Advances in Paper 

“The district feature of the year has been the radical advance in 
prices of nearly all lines of supplies. In some cases these ad- 
vances lave amounted to 500 per cent or more, while an advance 
of 100 or 200 per cent. has been by no means unusual.

Prices increased day by day to unheard of 
Difficulty was experienced in obtaining bids at all on 
paper or on supplies in which paper is used. If bids were submit- 
ted, they were usually only for specific amounts at stated times 
of delivery, where as the rule in the Postal Service is to make 
contracts for indefinite quantities, since it is almost impossible in 
advance to estimate our exact requirements. 

“Notwithstanding all these difficulties, the department has fared 
better than most in its contracts for paper and paper sypplies. Bids 
were obtained on almost every item, which on the whole were 
much below the market. Arrangement was made for immediate 
delivery of practically all of our requirements on wrapping paper 
and other big items. Successful bidders were even allowed to 
store their paper, on their own responsibility, before the begin- 
ning of the contract period. Bids were also accepted for definite 
quantities and immediate deliveries. In many instances the Pur- 
chasing Agent -himself visited various mills and factories to in- 
quire into exact trade conditions and to make purchases accord- 
ingly. On the whole the department was most fortunate, for dur- 
ing the whole fiscal year it had only one or two defaulting con- 
tractors and these on minor items and its deliveries were for the 
most part prompt and the quality of goods in practical accordance 
with specifications.” Taking up the question of money order 
blanks, Mr. Edgerton says: 


Distinctive Paper for Money Orders 


“For money order blanks a distinctive paper has been adopted 
with a new surface design. The paper used for the printing of 
money orders is known in the trade as ‘safety’ paper, the safety 
feature consisting of a surface treatment intended to detect the 
use of ink erasers. This surface treatment also permits the use 
of special designs to prevent counterfeiting. For many years past 
a broken-line design has been in use. This design is peculiar to 
one paper mili, however, and on a change of contractors, it was 
found necessary to modify this feature, the former contractor ob- 
jecting to the use of the broken-line design in which he claimed 
property rights. At first a straight-line design was adopted, but 
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at about this time a fitifitber of cofffiterfeit orders Were dfScoveted 
and while the counterfeiter was caught it was thought wise to 
adopt a new and permanent pattern for all future face designs 
on money order blanks. This consisted of the words ‘United 
States Postal Money Order’ appearing at frequent intervals diag- 
onally across the face. These letters are not printed, but are 
manufactured in the surface of the paper itself.” Taking up the 
matter of stamps and stamp paper, the Purchasing Officer con- 
tinues : 

“Despite the fluctuations in the market for paper and ink, both 
of which enter into the manufacture of postage stamps, stamped 
envelopes, postal cards, etc., the advantageous prices provided for 
in the contracts for these articles continued throughout the year 
and the production was in most cases uninterrupted. The magni- 
tude of the Postal Service may be realized in some degree by 
the statement that approximately 12,000,000,000 postage stamps 
were provided during the year, 2,000,000,000 stamped envelopes, 
1,000,000,000 postal cards, and 40,000,000 newspaper wrappers.” 


Post Office Twine 
Regarding Post Office twine Mr. Edgerton had the following to

would doubtless have been continued but for the fact that the 
cotton market had sharply advanced and there was no longer 
competition between the two staples. The 
made on jute at the price of $0.099. Because of the smaller yard- 
age of jute per pound, this represented a loss as compared to the 
previous price of $0.1323 and $0.1383 for cotton, the yardage of 
cotton being approximately nine hundred to the pound, while that 
of jute is only six hundred. Under the new bids the lowest price 
quoted for cotton twine was $0.15875 and this was withdrawn for 
the reason that the cotton market had advanced after it was sub- 
mitted. The next lowest price was $0.165, which even with the 
greater yardage was considerably higher than that quoted on jute. 

Further experimental use was made of one tying device and also 
of a tying machine.

The test of the last-named was made in the 
New York and Chicago offices. The machine ties only the smaller 
size of letters, although a similar machine may be adjusted to 
the larger size, but as yet it has been found impossible to obtain 
one machine that will tie both sizes. As the bulk of letters hand- 
led, however, are of the smaller size and as these letters are sorted 
on the facing tables, this fact does not constitute a serious objec- 
tion. In the Chicago office an extra line of pigeon holes was added 
at the end of the sorting cases for the accommodation of letters 
ready to be tied out. The machine is wheeled from case to case 
and the tying done by a clerk assigned to this duty, thus relieving 
the sorters. On the whole the experiment has proved a success 
and further machines of this character will doubtless be procured.” 


Recommends More Money for Contractors 

In recommending that the paper contractors be allowed an addi- 
tional amount because of the fact that they entered the four year 
contracts when conditions were different, Mr. Edgerton says: 

“The Post Office Department is practically the only one in the 
Government that makes four-year contracts for supplies. There 
are about thirty of these four-year contracts for paper or products 
in which paper forms the chief ingredient. These contracts were 
made for the most part early in the war when paper was abnor- 
mally low. As a result of the radical increase in paper prices the 
contractors are losing money. Two of them, the Government 
Printing Office and the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, are 
in a position to protect themselves, since they are authorized to 
change prices during the cohtract term. The others, however, are 
prohibited from making such change and under the law the De- 
partment is powerless to relieve them. It is to be said to the honor

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GENERAL PAPER GOODS MFG. CO. 
WINS WINDOW ENVELOPE CASE 


United Circuit Court of Appeals for the Second District Reverses 
the Decision of the Lower Courts in Favor of the Outlook 
Envelope Co. and the United States Envelope Co.—Court 
Finds That, While Defendant Produces Window Ea- 
velopes Exactly Like Plaintiffs, It Does Not Interpose 
Between the Gumming and Folding Mechanisms of an 
Envelope a Patch-Applying Contrivance. 


The United States Circuit Court of Appeals for the Second 
Circuit in the case of the Outlook Envelope Company and 
the United States Envelope Company vs. the General Paper 
Goods Manufacturing Company has reversed the decision of 
the lower courts in favor of the plaintiffs. The appeal was 
heard before Justices Coxe, Ward and Hough. 

Claims 5 and 15 of this patent, it is stated, were before this 
court in Outlook Envelope Company vs. Samuel Cupples En- 
velope Company, 223 Fed. Rep., 327. Claims 5 and 15 are 
there set forth (p. 332). Claim 14 is as follows: 

“In an envelope machine, the combination of the following 
instrumentalities, means for applying gum around an opening 
in an envelope blank, means for feeding the gummed blank to 
a pressing mechanism for securely affixing said patch to said 
blank, and means for folding the flap of the envelope.” 


The Court’s Opinion 

The opinion was written by Justice Hough and is in part 
as follows: 

In the present case we find that defendant produces window 
envelopes exactly like the plaintiffs, and with even greater 
speed; but he does not interpose between the gumming and 
folding mechanisms of an envelope machine a patch-applying 
contrivance, but modifies the folding (and creasing) apparatus 
of a previously known machine, so that as a part of the act 
of folding and during its performance the patch is applied. 
Defendant, instead of presenting to the folding mechanism a 
patched blank, introduces into that mechanism one gummed 
but unpatched, and applies the patch by means of an air blast 
operating through the folding plunger; and he does it without 
a “dwell.” We are of opinion that the so-called “dwell” of 
defendant’s machine is no more than the instant of time nec- 
essary to effect a change in the direction of the plunger move- 
ment. The essential difference between such a stoppage and 
starting in reverse, and the “dwell” of the patent in suit, is 
that it is not a part, nor possible part of defendant’s method 
or apparatus, to utilize a pause in the progress of the blank, 
for the purpose of fastening the patch. 

No Similarity in Feeding and Applying 

If the device revealed by the patent for feeding and applying 
window patches to a gummed surface is compared with that 
used by defendant, there is no similarity. Indeed the likeness 
asserted by plaintiffs comes down to this—that defendant has 
a sufficient pause in his plunger descent, to enable the envelope 
blank or the patch, or both, to-register; and that pressure is 
then applied to affix the patch to the gum. Pressure cannot 
be patented, nor can any claim cover all possible pressures as 
an element in a combination, unless pressure per se is functional 
in the invention, something obviously untrue in this instance. 

Plaintiff's pressure is. of a wad of patches actuated by a 
follower, causing the lowest patch to stick to the gum; de- 
fendant’s is that of an air blast operating upon a single patch 


inserted in the recessed face of the plunger, before the pres- 
entation of the blank, and held there by suction until the re- 
versal of the air blows it against the gum. It is urged that 
this insertion of the single patch at the time indicated is the 
utilization of a “dwell.” The argument fails because, whatever 
stoppage or hesitation there is in the operation of defendant's 
plunger, probably would, and certainly could, exist whether 
the machine was making window envelopes or the ordinary 
kind. Because an ingenious device is suggested for creating 
or utilizing a delay in one species of machinery furnishes no 
reason for finding equivalence in the hesitations of other ma- 
chines; and we have already stated our finding of fact as to 
defendant's “dwell”—if he has one, 

The truth is that defendant has developed a method’ of mak- 
ing window envelopes with machines quite different from those 
improved by plaintiffs; and both machines were known before 
either improvement was conceived. 

When the patentee’s other assertion is tested, viz., that his 
mechanism can be used “in any type of envelope machinery,” 
it is plain that in defendant’s nothing that Slater 
has disclosed used. We express no opinion as to 
whether such utilization would advance plaintiff’s 


machine 
could be 
possible 
cause. 

Claim 5 Not Infringed 


We conclude that Claim 5 is not infringed, because the de- 
fendant has used no means “for feeding the blank from the 
gumming to the folding mechanism with an intervening dwell 
ot the blank”; and Claim 15 is not infringed, because defendant 
has no mechanism interposed between the gumming mechanism 
and flap-folding mechanism for applying a patch to the blank.” 

We may add our agreement with the statement of one ex- 
pert, who declared that a mechanism by which the patch is 
applied to the blank while it is in motion and during the 
folding operation was entirely novel. That describes defend- 
ant’s device, which is quite as deserving of praise and profit 
as is Slater’s meritorious invention. 

Let decree appealed from be reversed, and the bill dismissed, 
with costs in both courts. 


Bright Future for Coos Bay Mills 

Evucene, Ore., January 24, 1917.—That points along the Coos 
Bay railroad will some day have some of the largest paper pulp 
mills of the state was the opinion expressed yesterday by F. A. 
Olmstead, chemical engineer of Portland, who is associated with 
Fletcher Linn. Mr. Olmstead specializes in chemistry phases of 
the paper business. Mr. Olmstead was chief chemist for the Crown 
Willamette paper mills at Oregon City for four years. 

“There is a great plenty of water power between here and 
Marshfield, and an unlimited supply of timber suitable for pulp,” 
said Mr. Olmstead. “Spruce and hemlock are the main pulp 
sources of pulp material and the country between Eugene and 
Marshfield is covered with both kinds of timber. 

“Cheap labor is not the main factor in the manufacturing of 
paper as in the case of many other industries, as it has been found 
that labor follows the construction of mills. One of the main 
factors is transportation. There must be a water or rail outlet.” 

Mr. Olmstead pointed out that Oregon City, the center of the 
paper industry in the state, flourished through the depressed period 
of 1914 and 1915. “Wages paid to paper mill men are high, be- 
cause the labor on the whole is of a high grade,” said Mr 
Olmstead. 

Mr. Olmstead said that the eastern mills were able to purchase 
their machinery about 20 per cent cheaper than western firms on 
account of the freight charges. However, he said, that the open- 
ing of the Panama Canal would lower the cost of shipping paper 
east and of sending machinery west.

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REPRESENTATIVE TAVENNER 
TALKS ABOUT U. S. PAPER MILL 


Says His Bill to Establish $1,000,000 Government Owned 
Mill Was Intended Not Only to Free the Government 
Itself from the Grasp of Any Paper Combine That May 
Exist, But Also to Save the Publishers of the Country 
from Present Intolerable Situation as Regards Supply of 
Paper Necessary for Maintenance of Free and Fearless 


Press—Paper Bids Opened. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., January 29, 1917.—Representative Clyde 
H. Tavenner, of Illinois, has recently given out the following in- 
teresting statement relative to his bill for the establishment of a 
$1,000,000 paper mill. He said: 

“Aside from its benefits to the Federal Government, the pro- 
posed establishment of a paper mill to be owned and operated 
by the government ought to receive the serious consideration 
of newspaper publishers as offering a possible solution to the 
now vital problem of obtaining print paper in adequate quan- 
tities and at a fair price for the continuance of their publications 

“The bill which I have introduced in Congress providing for 
a government paper mill is intended, not only to free the govern- 
ment itself from the grasp of any paper combine that may exist. 
but to also save the publishers of the country from a repetition 
of the present intolerable situation as regards the supply of paper 
necessary for the maintenance of a free and fearless press.” 
Continuing Mr. Tavenner said: 

“The very first amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States guarantees the freedom of the press. Yet, in no more ef- 
fective way could that freedom be denied or destroyed than by an 
unscrupulous monopoly seizing control of the paper supply of the 
country and refusing to furnish this essential material to such 
newspapers and magazines as did not meet with its favor or con- 
form to its views in regard to certain public questions. Already 
it is being charged that certain publishers are being discriminated 
against by the paper manufacturers and that many publications 
will soon have to suspend unless the government can do some- 
thing to relieve the paper situation. 

“While my bill does not provide that the government shall enter 
into the manufacture of print paper as a general commercial prop- 
Osition, yet that might very easily result once this industry is put 
into successful operation by the government. The bill directs the 
Public Printer to keep and publish an itemized account of the cost 
of paper which he is authorized to manufacture for the Govern- 
ment Printing Office. This publicity as to the cost of manufacture 
ought to have much weight in stabilizing the price of paper in the 
future. The bill provides further that, if the government mill 
produces an excess supply of paper, such excess may be sold in 
the open market at not less than cost to the government. It is 
this provision, if the bill is enacted into law, that may eventually 
lead to the more extensive manufacture of paper by the govern- 
ment whenever it is necessary to do so for the protection and 
freedom of the press of the country. 

“The erection of a government paper mill is but a necessary and 
logical step in the completion of its own publishing plant which 
has perhaps done more for the education and enlightenment of 
the people of this country than any other government institution. 
The Government Printing Office is already manufacturing a con- 
siderable portion of its supplies, such as printing ink, rollers, type 
and type metal, and it would be in strict accord with this policy 
for the Public Printer to undertake to manufacture his own paper. 
This would also be in line with the growing policy of the larger 
newspapers of the country in the establishment of their own paper 
mills. 
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“Furthermore, the government_is, also fortunately. situated for 
the establishment of a paper mill in that it now has in the National 
Torests all of the wood pulp that would be required for the oper- 
ation of such a mill, together with an unlimited water power and 
inexhaustible minerals and other raw materials that may be re- 
quired for the industry. Much of this material and power is now 
going to waste and it ought to be utilized, not only for the benefit 
of the Government Printing Office, but also for the entire press 
of the country. In no other way could these national resources 
be made of greater service to the people. 

“The proposition to establish a government owned paper mill is, 
therefore, not of concern to the government alone, but it seems to 
me that every person interested in the preservation and continuance 
of a free press ought to give hearty support to such a measure.”

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BOSTON PAPER MARKET IS 
SOMEWHAT MORE ACTIVE 


Inquiries Are More Numerous, but These Have Not as Yet 
Developed Into Orders of the Usual Proportion—Numer- 
ous Prominent Trade Visitors Circulate About the Market 
—Rolland H. Spaulding, Former Governor and Member 
of the Prominent Paper Firm of J. Spaulding & Sons Co., 
of Rochester, Is Mentioned as Carididate for U. S. Sena- 

tor from New Hampshire in 1918. 









[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, Mass., January 29, 1917—-The paper market among 
Boston jobbers is reported as being somewhat more active the 
past few days and is apparently recovering from the Christmas 
holiday depression, although business cannot be said to be quite 
up to its normal volume as yet. Inquiries are much more num- 
erous but consumers are either well supplied with stock or else 
are buying oniy for immediate needs, and the volume of in- 
quiries has not developed into orders of the usual proportion. 
Bonds and ledgers are firm. There has been some lessening of 
demand on tissues and book papers.

interesting Facts in Awards and Bids 

In the awards made last Saturday for furnishing paper for 
public printing during the ensuing year, which are printed else- 
where in this issue, it will be observed, among other interesting 
matters, that in spite of the fact that the Government Printing 
Office has declared the Champion Coated Paper Company in de- 
fault of contract this year some awards have already been made 
to this company for the coming year. This seems to indicate that 
the Government is inclined to look favorably on the contention 
of some of the paper concerns who have long time contracts with 
the Government, but who, in some cases, at least, have probably 
been losing money on their contracts under present circumstances. 

\ further comparison of the prices at which paper was quoted 
this year and a comparison with that for the two preceding years 
shows, as has already been stated, increases in the price range all 
the way from 25 per cent to 300 per cent, and this is accompanied 
by a steadily decreasing number of bidders. For example, on the 
‘proposals for No. 1 Machine finish printing for the year 1915-6 
there were 13 bidders; last year the number was reduced to seven, 
and for the ensuing year there were only two bidders. 

The new item of plant fibre paper failed to bring forth any 
proposals, notwithstanding the fact that 2,000,000 Ibs. was asked 
for. It was stated that the object of inviting proposals on plant 
fibre paper was to encourage the commercial production of paper 
made from domestic corn and cotton stalks, flax and cereal straws, 
wild and cultivated grasses and other plants not now used in 
paper making. The poor success met with on these proposals is 
naturally enough explained by the fact that paper makers gen- 
erally have never been so busy as at present, and a proposition to 
experiment with machinery greatly needed to fill the demands for 
varieties of paper already popular would not be likely to meet 
with favor just now. 

There were no proposals received for furnishing antique laid 
printing paper this year. Last year there were proposals, and in 
1915-16 9 were received. On sized and supercalendered printing 
papers there were 10 bidders in 1915-16; 5 in 1916-17, and only 
two for 1917-18. On white tablet writings the number of bidders 
has been reduced during the three years from 10 to 2; and on 
white bond bidders have been reduced from 9 to 5; Declaration 
bond from 9 to 2; colored commercial ledgers from 8 to 1; blottings 
from 9 to 3, while in numbers of instances, as noted in last week’s 
issue of the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL, there were no bidders at all this 
year, where there were anywhere from 3 to 8 in former years

stationary, or approximately so, are the white wove writings, 


items on which the number of bidders has remained 


colored wove writings, thin bond; fine white bond, commercial and 
white ledgers. The only item showing an increased number of 
bidders is map paper. 

Of the new items, in addition to the plant fibre paper already 


referred to that of stationery bond brought out 7 bidders. Colored 


coated cover paper, another new item, brought out one bidder, 
the Champion Coated Paper Company, who carried away the con- 
tract. Another noteworthy fact is that many of the bidders who 
carried off contracts last year failed to enter any proposals this 
year. Several bidders stipulated that the entire shipment must be 
made before July 1 of the present year. 
The Committee failed to make an announcement as to what 

would do with reference to the many lots on which no contracts 
have been awarded. It is understood, however, that they will go 


into the matter further in a few days. 


Germany Makes Wood Pulp Contraband 

About two weeks ago the Paper TRADE JourRNAL was advised 
that Germany had declared wood pulp and chemical cellulose 
contraband of war. At that time, however, there appeared to be 
nothing to support this except that a Danish boat of the Scan- 
dinavian-American Line, the steamer Alexandra, had been taken 
by the Germans into Stettin for examination of her cargo. 

As such captures and visitations have happened before, noth- 
ing was made of this at the time in order not unnecessarily to 
alarm the trade, but late advices from Sweden show that wood 
pulp has really been declared contraband of war. Only the other 
day the S.S. Magnus Broms was taken by the Germans and 
brought to Germany. 

The Swedish Press is very sharp in commenting on this. The 
papers point out that from the International horizon it seems 
that Germany is not helping herself by declaring wood pulp con- 
traband as long as her enemies cannot use it as war material. 
The papers also state that it is absolutely incomprehensible that 
Germany should take this step without any indication of her in- 
tention of changing her contraband list. 

As Germany’s supply from Sweden is very considerable, the 
Swedish papers point out that the Swedish Government would 


not have such a hard task in obtaining a satisfactory settlement. 


Zess Sure About Trade Restraint 


Representative Clyde H. Tavenner, who recently introduced 


into Congress a bill providing for the erection and operation 


of a $1,000,000 owned Government paper mill, apparently has 


determined to be more moderate in his remarks regarding this 


measure than we think he was and than some of the friend 


of the measure certainly were when this idea was originally 


agitated. In the enthusiasm attending the early announcement 
of Mr. Tavenner’s bill conspiracies in restraint of trade and other 
serious offences were freely made against the paper trade 
connection with the paper situation. 

\s may be seen from an interview in this issue, Mr. Tavenner 
now states that the bill is intended among other things “to fr: 
the government from any paper combine that MAY exist,” et 
It is certainly encouraging to learn that Mr. Tavenner is n 
sure that a combine exists among paper manufacturers to pr: 
out of the government and private individuals money to whic! 
they are not entitled in the normal course of trade. 

This ought to lend hope to paper manufacturers that soon those 


generally who have heen so free to abuse all the members of th 
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rade for the high paper prices that have been caused solely by 
war conditions will be fairer and saner in their criticisms. 


Canada’s Foreign Paper Trade 


The truly remarkable upbound in Canada’s foreign trade in 
pulp and paper receiyes striking demonstration from the Govern- 
ment returns as to exports for the twelve months ending De- 
cember 31 last. 

These returns show that in November last, for the first time 
in the history of the trade for a single month, the exports of 
news print alone overstepped the $2,000,000 mark. It may be 
remarked, in regard to the $2,053,887 shown for March, that these 
figures are not representative for that month, as in the March 
returns of the Government absorbs, by way of adjustments for 
the end of the fiscal year, figures really applicable for other 
months. 

In the nine months of the present fiscal year—that is, begin- 
nine April last—Canada’s foreign trade in» news print, chemical 
pulp and mechanical pulp reached a combined total of $37,457,- 
454 
for the year amounted to only $15,000,000.

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PRACTICAL QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
FOR MILL MEN 


A Department for the Solution of the Troubles, Large and Small, That Are Encountered by the Workers in the 
Mills in the Course of Their Duties in Making Paper and Pulp — All Mill Men Are Invited to Send in 
Both Questions and Answers—A Free Exchange of Ideas Is Desired—By Active Co-operation 
This Department Can Be Made a General Clearing House for Information in Regard 
to Practical Paper Making. 
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How to Install a Flat Apron. 


Question No. 2388.—Will you kindly tell me in your practical 
department how to install a flat apron. I am now running 
folded and as I understand that the flat apron has many ad- 
vantages over the folded apron, I will appreciate your advice. 

ANSwER No. 2388.—Cut your apron in length the same as the 
width of the wire, and tack it securely to the shoe its entire 
length. It is very important that the width of the apron is so 
regulated that the end nearest the slices does not rest on the 
center of a table roll. Preferably it should end between two 
table rolls in order to give a slight spring at that point, which 
will prevent the deckle strap from wearing the apron prematurely. 
When the edge of the apron rests on the center of a table roll 
it also tends to make a tight corner more difficult. To rig up 
the permanent corners or sides, proceed as follows: Cut from 
1/16 inch sheet lead a strip 5 inches wide and as long as the 
apron is wide. Punch holes in the outside edge of the lead for 
sewing. Now cut a piece of apron cloth the same length as 
the lead and fourteen inches wide, sew the lead to one side of 
this piece, and attach to your angle iron in the same manner 
as is applied on the folded apron, but in this case the lead rests 
on your flat apron and slides in or out without hindrance when 
the deckle is being changed, and its flexibility and weight pre- 
vent the stock from leaking under. You must adjust your 
deckle frame so the deckle strap will first touch the apron at 
a point about 1% inches from its edge. You may at the start 
be troubled with leaks at both corners and at the slices, but 
a bit of common sense will soon adjust that part of it. 


When to Add Starch to the Beaters. 


Question No. 2389.—Will you kindly tell me whether starch 
should be added to the beaters cooked or raw, and the reason 
for so doing, and how can I estimate the amount of starch re- 
tained in the paper, without going through an elaborate chemi- 
cal process? 

Answer No. 2389.—To get the best retention, starch should 
be put in the beater cooked, either with silicate of soda or by 
itself. The reason that it should be cooked is that the grains of 
starch upon being cooked swell to a much greater size than when 
raw. It is, therefore, reasonable to expect that the retention is 
greater when using the swelled up granules of cooked starch, than 
when using the fine particles of the raw material. Some paper 
makers claim a greater retention when the starch is cooked with 
silicate of soda. It is claimed that when the starch is. combined 
with the soda it is precipitated onto the fibres by alum, but this 
means a more liberal use of alum. To test the paper for retention, 
make up a weak solution of iodine in potassium iodide, (weak 
enough to be only straw color). Immerse a strip of paper to 
be tested into this solution and the starch contained therein 
will be colored blue, the deeper the shade of blue the more 
starch. You may, therefore, check up your retention by comparing 
the depth of the blue color shown by this test. A paper contain- 
ing 5 per cent. starch shows up a very dark blue. 


What Chemical to Use to Clean Dandy 

Question No. 2390.—What chemical would you advise to use 
for cleaning the dandy for running light weight papers which 
are inclined to “pick” up 

Answer No. 2390.—Use a solution of soda ash for the purpose 
you mention; acids no doubt will clean the meshes of the dandy 
but at the same time: it gives the wire a certain roughness, which 
does not help matters much. Soda ash will not roughen the 
wire. 


POST OFFICE COMPLAINS OF PRICES

of all of these contractors that none of them has thrown up his 
contract and but few of them have applied for relief. Neverthe- 
less, it is probable that at least some of them will face serious fi- 
nancial embarrassment, if not bankruptcy, before the end of the 
contract period. 

“I believe it is the part of good business to ask for legislation 
under which prices may be increased at least to a point that will 
permit these contractors to live. If they are forced to the wall, 
the Department may not only suffer an interruption of supplies, 
but in the long run will have to pay a very much greater price; 
whereas if temporary relief can be given contractors will be saved 
and at the same time the Department will be assured an uninter- 
rupted delivery of supplies at a price very much less than could 
be obtained in the open market. If conditions again become nor- 
mal during the contract period, the relief will no longer be needed 
and we can then return to the prices provided in the contract. 

“Some of these contractors have been connected with the De- 
partment for a quarter of a century or longer. They have, indeed, 
become a part of the Postal Service. The action above proposed 
is therefore not only good business but is dictated by motives of 
common humanity. 

“Under certain war conditions, contracts are automatically sus- 
pended. While the present war has fortunately not reached our 
borders, it has affected the market almost as much as though our 
own country were involved. 

I, therefore, propose the following legislation: 

3e it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
th United States of America in Congress assembled, That in view 
of the present high prices, due to the European war, of all paper 
and other materials entering into the production of envelopes, 
postal cards, and money-order blanks, which prices are greatly in 
excess of those prevailing at the time the existing four-year con- 
tracts of the Post Office Department for these supplies were made, 
the Postmaster General is hereby authorized, in his discretion 
from time to time, to fix prices at or in excess of the contract 
price or prices to be paid the contractors for postal-card paper 
blanks, blank books, engraved and printed matter for the mone) 
order service, official and registry envelopes, stamped envelopes 
and newspaper wrappers and envelopes for the departments of 
the Government: Provided, however, That any increase or in- 
creases over the contract prices herein authorized shall not be 
sufficient to give to the contractor or contractors any net profit 
in the supplies furnished by them under the pending contracts.’

Paper Making Installation All on One Floor, Centrifugal Pump 
Being Used to Raise the Stock When Necessary—To Fa- 
cilitate Grading of Paper, Complete Sorting Room Has 
Been Installed, Having a Normal Capacity of from 15 
to 18 Tons Per Day—Operations at Present Are Con- 
fined to White and Colored Hangings and Wrappings— 
Further Installations May Be Made Later. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Cuicaco, January 29, 1917.—In spite of the many handicaps on 
account of non-delivery of machinery at the time specified and the 
usual complications in starting a new plant, the paper making 
operation recently installed by Sears, Roebuck & Co., on the first 
floor of their wall paper mill adjoining the main plant, is pro- 
ceeding smoothly. Perhaps the first thing that strikes the visitor 
who is at all familiar with the paper making operation is that this 
installation has been placed entirely on one floor, centrifugal pumps 
being used to raise the stock when necessary. It is interesting to 
note that this particular operation is not necessarily a handicap, 
as the action of the pumps helps the disintegration of the paper. 

Some of the familiar sights in the average paper mill are lack- 
ing, but it must be remembered that the hanging and such wrap- 
ping as are produced by this paper machine are made wholly from 
suitable grades of paper that accumulate within the institution and 
such newspaper stock as it is advisable to buy from time to time. 


To facilitate Grading of Paper. 

To facilitate the grading of the paper, a complete sorting room 
has been installed, having a normal capacity of from fifteen to 
eighteen tons a day. In handling the waste from the merchandise 
building, consisting of miscellaneous grades, such papers as are 
suitable for conversion into hanging or wrapper are taken out and 
the remainder baled and shipped to the board mills. Some of the 
grades from the printing building are clean enough to be used 
without any sorting. And thus within one institution are found 
sufficient papers of varying grades to turn out several kinds of 
paper which are used by the divisions of the main plant. 

Inasmuch as the paper has all been beaten once at the time that 
it was first made, the disintegrating operation is accomplished by 
means of pulpers and special circulating tanks. In the mixing 
engines, which take the place of the beaters, the stock is washed 
and colored when necessary and then sized. 


Fourdrinier Giving Excellent Satisfaction. 

The usual paper mill operation follows from this point and the 
Fourdrinier machine which the company has installed, while not 
new, is giving most satisfactory service. 

So far the company has produced white and colored hanging of 
all grades and a very excellent sheet of wrapping, and the careful 
records that are being kept of the manufacturing operation show 
that the entire proposition is even more successful than the pre- 
liminary survey indicated that it would be. It is, of course, 
reasonable to believe that further installations will be necessary 
to take care of the company’s increased business and to utilize 
properly all of the supplies that are available for a paper making 
unit, 


Educational Work by Traffic Association. 

The Wisconsin Traffic Association, under the efficient manage- 
ment of W. D. Hurlbut, is gradually educating both mill men 
and consignees to the practical value of theit efforts to take 
care of the car-shortage. This term, by the way, is somewhat 
of a misnomer, as statistically there are no fewer cars on hand 


now than formerly. It is a matter of efficient handling. The 


volume of business is so far ahead of where it normally is that 
it is necessary to secure co-operation in order to make ship- 
ments promptly. The Association’s main idea is not to produce 
more cars or to rob one industry of rolling stock in order to 
pay another, but to make, say, four cars do the work of five. 
Many mills ship less than carload lots and where a car coming 
into a big railroad center like Chicago is loaded with freight 
which in reality belongs to several concerns, it takes some brain 
work to get that car unloaded and on its way. 


This is the prime 
function of the Association. 


The cars come consigned to them, 
and the various concerns which have shipments on board are 
given every consideration and assistance in the rapid unloading. 
In this way, unnecessary delay is avoided at both ends of the 
trip. There is no waiting at the mill for carload shipments and 
there is no delay in Chicago when once the car is in. When it 
is considered that over 200 cars are handled daily by the Asso- 
ciation, some idea can be obtained of what the Association is 
actually accomplishing. And what is being done here in Chicago 
can be done at every other heavy freight intersection point. It 
is the immense amount of business that is causing the trouble 


and not the so-called “car shortage.” 


General Trade Notes. 

Walter D. Randale, treasurer of the Champion Coated Paper 
Company, has been in the city on a business trip over the week- 
end, 

Slade, & Melog, of 119 West Lake, who formerly 
specialized in strawboard and paper box makers’ supplies, are 
now runing almost entirely to bookbinders’ supplies and findings. 
According to Mr. M. G. Peters, the brand of their business has 
just naturally forged ahead, and the concern has, of course, taken 
advantage of present condition.

L. Cobb, Don C. Wray and John S., Miller, Jr. This new com- 
pany will have offices at 187 North Dearborn street, Chicago, 
where it will begin the handling of bonds and light weight papers.

The establishment of the new Department will aid in the 
adoption of a policy of promotion so that those employees who 
merit promotion can be advanced as fast as the opportunity 
presents itself.

Says Three-Tour Bill Will Not Pass. 

Characterizing the bill as being “absolutely unnecessary,” R. 
Franklin McElwain, vice-president of, both the Crocker-McElwain 
Company and the Chemical Paper Manufacturing Company, told 
the Parer Trape JouRNAL’s correspondent today, that the tour 
workers’ bill which was given a hearing before the Legislative com- 
mittee at the State House, Boston, today, had no greater oppor- 
tunities of being passed by the Legislature and in the Senate this 
year than in years previous. Contrary to years past, no local paper 
manufacturers appeared before the committee in opposition to the 
bill today, although the manufacturers of this city and from all 
over the state are unanimously opposed to the measure. Their 
opposition lies principally in the fact that it would make three 
tours in all of the paper-mills compulsory. Already all of the 
paper mills in this city are operated on the three -shift system. 
At the meeting today, the opposition came from the Associated 
Industries of Massachusetts, an organization that has member- 
ship from practically every important manufacturing plant in the 
state, including the Holyoke paper manufacturers. 

William B. Clement, business agent of the Eagle Lodge of 
Paper-makers, Senator Daniel J. Buckley of this district and 
Representatives John Cronin, Eugene A. Lynch and John J. 
Murphy were present at the hearing and argued for the passage 
of the bill. Mr. Clement in behalf of the Eagle Lodge of Paper- 
makers argued from a health and sanitary standpoint, laying 
special emphasis on the fact that long hours, constant contact 
with water and impure air were injurious to the health of the 
paper mill operatives. 

The Legislative committee reserved decision until a later date.

Of more than ordinary interest to the paper trade not only of 
this city and vicinity but throughout the country will be the an- 
nouncement embodied herein of the election of Samuel Raynor 
Whiting as President and Treasurer of the Collins Manufacturing 
Company at North Wilbraham.

company. The name of Whiting has been linked with the paper 
industry for many years past.

In New Hampshire precedence was maintained by the 
two mills of the Berlin Mills Company, the Riverside, 
daily capacity of fifty tons of kraft, and the Cascade, with 
two hundred and twenty-five tons of news and kraft; the 
Glen mill of Berlin, with over one hundred tons of news 
daily ; the two mills of the Odell Manufacturing Company, 
daily capacity of one hundred tons of bond, manilla bag 
and other papers; the Claremont, sixty tons manilla and 
wrapping and the Henry mill in Lincoln, eighty tons bond, 
envelope and manilla. The twenty-nine mills of the state 
had a total daily capacity of nine hundred tons. Nearly

one-half the pulp of the state came from the Burgess Sul- 
phite Fibre Company, in Berlin, which could produce four 
hundred and fifty tons of bleached sulphite-fibre every day. 
Next were the Berlin Mills Company, producing daily one 
hundred and fifty tons of ground-wood and one hundred 
and twenty tons of sulphite and then the Glen mill with 
daily capacity of eighty tons of ground-wood and sixty tons 
of sulphite-fibre. The thirteen pulp mills of the state had 
a daily capacity of 1,100 tons, of which seven hundred and 
eighty was ground-wood. 

Of the eighteen mills in Vermont one only was of much 
size, the Fall Mountain, of Bellows Falls, with daily

capacity of eighty-two tons of news, manilla and special- 
ties; the next largest was the Fitzdale mill of forty tons 
of news daily. The product of the other mills was hang- 
ing, manilla, kraft, tissue, blotting, boards and specialties, 
the total capacity of all being only a little more than three 
hundred and fifty tons a day. Eleven pulp-mills had a 
daily capacity of nearly four hundred tons, all but twenty- 
five tons being ground-wood. 

In number of mills, quality, quantity and value of prod- 
uct Massachusetts still held its preeminent position. It 
was entirely a paper-manufacturing state having only five 
pulp mills with daily capacity of one hundred and eighteen 
tons. But its paper-mills were one hundred and eight. 
Most were making the higher grades of paper such as bond, 
ledger, linen, writing and book, although many of the 
smaller mills made board, hanging, tissue, manilla, roofing, 
sheathing, wrapping, kraft, blotting and other kinds. The 
total daily capacity of all was over two thousand tons, the 
largest producers under one management being the mills 
of the American Writing Paper Company, daily capacity 
three hundred and fourteen tons. Then there were: the 
mill of Bird & Son, one hundred tons daily of roofing and 
wrapping ; the eight mills of Crocker, Burbank & Co., two 
hundred tons daily of book, bristol and card; the mill of 
the Haverhill Box Board Company, one hundred and 
eighty tons daily of board; the mill of the Champion-In- 
ternational Company, one hundred tons daily of coated; 
the four mills of the Fitchburg Paper Company, seventy 
tons daily; the mill of the Nashua River Paper Company, 
seventy-five tons daily of book, bond and other varieties ; 
the mill of the Chemical Paper Manufacturing Company, 
fifty tons daily of bond, linen, cover, writing papetrie and 
other fine papers; the three mills of the George W. Wheel- 
wright Paper Company, fifty-seven tons of book, coating 
and bristol. 

In Massachusetts the town of Milton no longer held 
the prestige which it had won as the first paper-making 
village in that state and the fifth in the United States. But 
descendants of those early active in the mills there were 
still identified with the industry. At the close of the 
eighteenth century Boies & Tileston there owned and oper- 
ated both the upper and the lower mill, that of Boies &

Mark 
Hollingsworth, who was born in Delaware in 1777, came 
to Milton in 1798 and connected himself with Boies & 
Tileston. When Jeremiah S. Boies retired, about 1809, 
the firm became Tileston & Hollingsworth and the new 
owners enlarged and improved both mills. Mr. Hollings- 
worth, who was a trained paper-maker, was the manufac- 
He died in Milton in 1855. He 
was succeeded by his son, Amor Hollingsworth, who was 
born in 1808 and died in 1871 and the latter, in turn, was 
succeeded by his son, Amor L. Hollingsworth who was 
born in 1837 and died in 1907 and was president of Tiles- 
ton & Hollingsworth when the concern was incorporated. 
Upon the death of Amor L. Hollingsworth, his son, Amor 
Hollingsworth, became president of the Tileston & Hol- 
lingsworth Company.

Thus for four generations and for 
more than one hundred years have the Hollingsworths 
been identified with paper-manufacturing in Massachu- 
setts. Lineal descendants of Mark Hollingsworth and 
Daniel Vose, who was also early identified with the first 
Milton mills, are Z. T. Hollingsworth, V. Hollingsworth 
and Charles Vose who, as the Hollingsworth & Vose 
Company, have mills in East Walpole and West Groton. 

Watertown, adjoining Newton, had a mill in 1839 
operated by William May, that started a business which 
endured there for more than half a century. In the course

of time Leonard Whitney, who had worked in the mill, 
acquired possession of the property, and, with his son, 
operated it. In 1862 E. A. Hollingsworth purchased an 
interest and the business was continued under the name 
of Hollingsworth & Whitney, as a partnership and as a 
corporation. Mr. Whitney died in 1881 and Mr. Hol- 
lingsworth in 1882, but the business remained in the hands 
of their descendants. In 1884 and after, the concern con- 
tinued to operate two manilla mills in Watertown and also 


had two manilla mills in Gardiner, Me., the Cobbossee 
and the Aroostook both which, in 1916, were owned and 
operated by the same corporation. The Cobbossee mill is 
on the site of a mill built in 1865. 


There was one lone mill in Rhode Island, the Phillips-

dale, equipped with a single machine for producing fifty 
tons of felt and sheathing every day. 

Connecticut had forty-six paper mills and one pulp mill. 
Most of the mills were small and twenty-nine of them 
were situated in Hartford county where the business had 


its beginning before the revolution. The daily capacity 
of all the mills was about six hundred and fifty tons, the 
Thames River Specialties Company, in Montville, the New 
Haven Pulp and Board Company and the Uncas mill of 
the American Straw Board Company, in Norwich, each 
with daily capacity of one hundred tons; and the Wind- 
sor Locks mill of the American Writing Paper Company, 
daily capacity sixty-five tons, being the largest producers. 

For more than half a century the name of Case was 
identified with the industry in this state and it was still 
most conspicuous in 1916. A. Wells Case and one of his 
brothers learned the trade in the old Bunce mills. At 
Highlands, in Manchester, they built a mill, in 1862, and 
during the next twelve years lost it three times by fire 
and once by a flood. Finally they built one in 1874 and 
another in 1884, and these endured into the next century.

phite Fibre Company is also behind the construction of the 
pulp mill at Quatsino Sound, west coast of Vancouver Island, 
to be known as the Colonial Pulp and Paper Company. The 
importance attached to these operations is shown by a recent 
action in the Supreme Court, when this company got an order 
restraining erection of another mill at Quatsino. The Powell 
River Company has been operating day and night. It manufac- 
tures newsprint exclusively, and ships to newspapers along the 
Pacific Coast to as far south as the Mexican border, also to 
Australia, Manila, and the Orient. Several of those interested 
in the Powell River Company are also concerned in the Forest 
Mills, Limited, which has taken over the plant at Ocean Falls. 
This establishment, which includes a sawmill as well as pulp 
and paper mills, was built by English capital. Just as it started 
operations difficulties arose, and the matter was before the courts. 
Finally arrangements were made whereby United States capitalist: 
took over the plant. 

Several hundred men are employed, and it will not be long 
before it is producing kraft paper. Those concerned in this 
company are also interested in the Willamette Paper Company, 
Portland, Ore., and the Crown Paper Company. Recent advices 
from Prince Rupert, B. C., state that J. S. Emerson, of Vancouver, 
is negotiating with the City Council of Prince Rupert respecting 
the establishment of a pulp mill near that city. 


Spanish River Company Making Additions. 


The Spanish River Pulp & Paper Company is making some 
big additions to its plant. At the Soo a third digester is being 
put in, increasing the capacity to 105 tons a day, while at Espanola 
a fifth newsprint machine (width 166 inches) is being installed, 
which will increase the output of newsprint in this plant from 180 
to 230 tons per day. These additions are expected to be com- 
plete by December. The company will then have an output of 
500 tons of newsprint per day, making it the third largest pro* 
ducer on the continent, the first place being occupied by the In- 
ternational Paper Company, with an output of 1,400 tons per 
day, and the second place by the Great Northern Paper Company, 
with an output of 550 tons. 


Car Shortage Growing Worse. 

The car shortage is growing steadily worse on the Canadian 
railways, and both domestic and export business is suffering in 
consequence. Embargoes on freight, both domestic and foreign, 
are now frequent, and this has caused such a serious situation 
that many industries are being carried on under the most serious 


difficulties. The immense demands of the munition industry, 
together with the extra demands of almost every other line, are 
partly the reason for the congestion of freight while a long spell 
of zero weather, accompanied by much snow, has hampered 
railway operations. Many pulp and paper shippers are at their 
wits’ end to get cars to take out their products. 


General Trade Notes. 

Price Bros. & Co., Ltd., of Jonquieres, are making steady 
progress with the installation of a fourth unit to their plant 
This unit, which includes a 146-inch newsprint machine, and an 
other digester, is expected to be completed by around August. 

A charter has been granted to the New Brunswick Sulphat: 
Fibre Company, Limited, with a capital stock of $200,000, and 
headquarters in the city of Montreal. The charter gives the 
company wide powers not only connected with the manufactur 
of pulp and paper, but also in mining, smelting, and farming 
The syndicate behind the company is understood to be made up 
of Montreal capitalists. 

The Privy Council in London has dismissed an appeal by La 
Compagnie de Pulpe de Chicoutimi concerning a dispute as to 
the level at which Lake Kenogami waters should be maintained 
for distribution. 


Tribute to Willard Seary of Philadelphia 


PHILADELPHIA, January 27, 1917.—In honor of his twenty-five 


years of association with the D. L. Ward Company, W. Willard 
Seary, vice-president of the concern, was entertained at dinner 
last night at the Manufacturers’ Club by George M. Ward, presi- 
dent of the company. Two hundred and fifty of the company’s 
employees and business associates were guests of Mr. Ward. The 
climax came when Mr. Seary was presented with a gold watch and 
chain. The men were the donors of the watch, while the chain 
came from women employees. The speech of presentation was 
made by Mr. Ward. 

The presentation address was a tribute to the business worth o! 
Mr. Seary.

Pulp Wood Contracts in Restraint of Trade 

GreEN Bay, Wis., January 30, 1917.—Contracts made by the Pulo 
Wood Company of Appleton to furnish pulp wood to the Green Bay 
Paper and Fibre Company, of Green Bay, are said to be in re- 
straint of trade and therefore void by W. L. Evans, who acted as 
referee for Judge Henry Grass, of Brown County Circuit Court. 
in a suit instituted by the Pulp Wood Company to recover approxi- 
mately $25,000 from the Green Bay Paper Manufacturing Company. 

This case has been under litigation for several years and was 
one of the most bitterly fought actions tried by parties in the Fox 
River Valley. Leading pulp and paper dealers belong to the con- 
tending parties. Because of the issues involved in the case, the 
department of justice sent a representative to Green Bay to obtain 
copies of the testimony presented to the referee. 


Kenyon Paper Company Organized at Pittston 


Pittston, Pa., January 29, 1917—-The Kenyon Paper Com- 
pany has been organized with a .capital stock of $300,000 for 
the purpose of establishing a plant of produce pulp, newsprint 
and higher grade papers. John C. Kenyon and R. McA. Lloyd, 
of New York city, promoted the venture. The abandoned plant 
of the old Forest Castle Brewery has been purchased, and the 
buildings are being remodeled. The machinery has been pur- 
chased and operations will start on June 1.

“Watchful waiting” is the word in the paper market at the 
present writing. It remains for Convention Week to reveal ‘what 
the future course of events may be, for few paper men claim to 
have a sure tip on developments as yet. The conventions are 
always the occasion for the manufacturers and the dealers to get 
together, compare notes, find out what conditions of production 
prevail, and do more or less business in both paper and mill 
supplies. This year Convention Week is awaited with more in- 
terest than usual, both because of the remarkable ups and downs 
of the last year, and because the “New Year’s slump” in business 
seems to have carried over more or less to the first of February. 

The jobbers are holding off on their orders, and letting their 
stocks run lower than they have been of late. They are unwilling 
to take chances of buying paper at present high prices, and then 
perhaps being forced to accept a lower figure, if the market falls.

In 1916 the mill of the A. Willard Case Company was in 
Manchester, that of Case Brothers in South Manchester, 
that of the Case Manufacturing Company in Unionville, 
that of Case & Marshall in Burnside, with all which A. 
Willard Case, Lawrence W. Case and Raymond S. Case 
were interconnected. Then there was the mill of the Case 
& Risley Paper Company in Oneco and the Palisade mill 
of the Riverton Company—the only pulp-mill in the state— 
which made pulp for all the Case paper-mills. 

The Tunxis mill of the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany, in Unionville, dated back to before 1847. William 
Platner and S. Q. Porter, whose names still attach to the 
property, came from Massachusetts in that year, bought 
the mill and enlarged and improved it. They produced 
about seven hundred pounds of fine writing daily. In 
1854 they. built a new mill of nearly a ton daily capacity 
and for several years were so successful that they were 
able to declare annual dividends of one hundred and six- 
teen per cent. Platner went to New York in 1864 but 
Porter remained at the head of the concern until his re- 
tirement from business in 1878.
